Copies of the paper hound v dum«, ♦The 
Trial of the tl-2, *» were left with each Board member for ex a min ation 
ever the weekend and it was agreed that the Board would convene at 
10:00 a. m. on Monday. 19 February. In Salt Building. 


3. Over tiie weekend detailed arrangements were made for 
office epace to accommodate Board members. A rrangementa were 
also ma de for Beard proceedings to be recorded by tape recorder 
and etenotype. During this period tape* continued to arrive from the 
interrogation site which were transcribed by the group of stenographers 
detailed from various offices of the Agency and copy wa* being sent 

to OCX at frequent interval*. By Monday morning, much of fha ( 

interrogation had been reproduced and wa# available for Board members 1 
review.

Mr. McCone. Director of Central intelligence, addressed them 
briefly outlining the scope and nature of the Inquiry he hoped they 
would conduct. Xu hie remark# Mr. McCone emphasised that tile 
deportment of Mr. Power# involved three areas: whether or not he 
had fulfilled the terms of his contract with the Central Intelligence 
Agency; whether hie conduct while a prisoner was la consonance with 
the obligation# of an American cttlnen in such a situation; and, whether 
or not the procesae# and procedures utilised by the Agency in the 
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c endue t of fee 0-2 program wero sufficient. Upon Mr. McCone’s 
departure the Board and Staff Members assembled In the conference 
room where a film entitled, "The Inquisitive Angel* ” dealing with 
the development of the 0-2, was *hown, and security clearances were 
administered to Judge Frettyrasa- and General Bull.

19. During Ae couree of the week the record of the Board 
hearings was transcribed by two stonotypists and copy was sent to 
OCI for reproduction at frequent intervals. Thus, the Board wae 
fur nishe d the printed version of its proceeding periodically and in 
time for the drafting of Us report. 


During this week the staff wae also required to furnish 
support to a technical inveet Igatioa unit composed of Air Force 
personnel headed by U. Gen. W. H. Blanchard, Inspector General.

SAC Hoadfuarters. The group wae constituted on Mr. McCone's 
request to Mr. Zuckert, Secretary of the Air Force, after arrival 
of tV» telegram from Mr. Clarence L. Johnson of Lecbheed. 

Mr. Johnson's telegram wae a technical analysis of the failure of 
the U-2 based on an examination of photographs of the wreckage 
displayed at Gorki Park, Moscow, during the summer of 1980. It 
was Mr. McCone's conclusion that Mr. Johnson's findings should 
be appraised by an independent panel of exports in the field of 
aircraft accidents. Member* of Gen. Blanchard's group included 
officers skilled in aircraft structure, operational procedures, and 
intelligence. Support to this group loviod an additional burden on 
the Beard* *s staff which was met by increased effort on the part of 
all* Material to aid in this review was delivered by courier from 
Burba nk, California, and con* Is ted of diagrams, studies, photographs, 
and de struct switches. 

The Board of Inquiry did not confect meetings on Sunday, 

25 February, thus permitting the staff to devote its efforts toward 
support of Gen. Blanchard's group. However, on 26 February 
Mr, Broes and General Bull reviewed the draft of the Board report 
which wae then delivered t© the staff for preps rat ton in final form.

14. On 5 March Mr. MeCeete appeare4 before the CIA 
Subcommittees of the Armed Services Committees of both the House 
of Representatives and the Senate. These were separate sessions and 
in each case Mr. McCoae was supported by Mr. Houston, | 
and the members of Team #1. Upon completion of thee# hearings, 
it was decided to revise the Statement Concerning Francis Gary Powers 
and to remove tee material which required cede word protection. 

This was completed and QCI was requested to print 590 coffee. These 
were delivered to East Building a the morning of 4 March and 200 
copies were immediately dispatched to fee Senate Armed Services 
Committee with an additional SO copies going to the House Armed 
Services Committee. Immediately after these were delivered it was 
deemed advisable to revise tee laet page and to deliver copies to each 
member of tee Foreign A Hairs Committee of tee House. The revised 
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pegs «u thermofaxed In East Building, initrted in th# fall Statement, 
nod delivered to addressees by cwriar. Mr. Darden of the Soonto 
Amid Services Committee prepared ISO copies of the revised page 
in me office for modification of the copies previously delivered to 
the Senate and House Armed Services Committees. 


17. Am addittoeal meeting with the foil Senate Armed Services 
Committee with prees and public in attendance was held at 1400 hours 
ea 6 March. This meeting was for the purpose of permitting 
Mr. Paver* to present Ms story i n public for the first time. He was 
accompanied hy Mr. Houston a ad j [ and repre sentatives 

of the Office of Security. Concurrently, Mr. MeCoae with 
and Team fl briefed the Foreign Affairs Committee of the House, 
tfpea coeelusion of this briefing, they moved to the Senate side end 
hrisfed th* Foreign Relattens Committee of Ms Senate. Briefing 
Team #2 was in a standby status all day but was net required to 
participate. 


IS. An additiena! JM copies of the Powers Statement was 
printed daring the night of 4-7 March for possible future distribution. 
The balance of tike week waa spent in disposition of material, supplies, 
nod equipment. 


Board Secretary

Powers? 


Francis Gary Powers 
was secluded today with 
members of his family at 
a hideaway as top-secret 
as the U-2 spy flights he 
once made over the Soviet 
Union. 

Powers, 32, treed by the 
Russians Saturday in ex- 
change for master Soviet spy 
Rudolph Abel, was flown back 
to the United States first for 
a reunion with his wife and 
parents, and then for intensive 
government questioning. 

Powers faces intensive ques- 
tioning by government offi- 
cials — and possibly Congress 
— on how he was captured 
while making a high altitude 
photographic mission over 
Russia. 


One big question is whether 
the Russians actually shot 
down his plane at 68,000 feet 
with a rocket or whether he 
was forced down by engine 
trouble. 

SENATORS EAGER 

Three members of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Commit- 
tee said they believed their 
group should question Powers 
after security agents had com- 
pleted interrogating him. 

Sen. Howard W. Cannon 
(D., Nev.) said he would like 
to ask Powers about the in- 
doctrination he received on 
how to act if captured. Sen. 
Cttimon said tie was disap ; 
tainted in Power*’ conduct 


after the U-2 was downed May 
1, 1960. 

Sens. Harry F. Byrd (D 
Va.) and Strom Thurmond 
(D., S. C.) also said they 
thought the committee should 
question Powers. Sen. Byrd 
said he did not think Powers 
“gave the Russians any mfon 
mation he wasn’t suppoed to, 
but he wanted to know how 
the plane was downed. 

Two photographs of Pow- 
ers released by the White 
House bore out the descrip- 
tion of his physical well-being. 
He was smiling, and looked 
well-led and healthy after 
two years in a Soviet prison. 

HUSH HUSH 

Powers’ movements were 
cloaked with secrecy equal to 
wartime restrictions. The 
only official word was a 
White House announcement 
that he had returned Sunday 
morning, was meeting with 
his family and appeared to be 
in good physical condition.

It was learned, however, 
that Powers had landed at the 
Dover, Del., Air Force base, 
and it was believed that his 
meeting with his wife took 
place at a hideaway within 
130 miles of Washington. 

There were suggestions 
that the Powers reunion 
mi CT ht have been held on Wal- 
lops Island, Va., where the 
National Aeronautics . 
Space Administration has a 
rocket test range. r

FREEDOM ahead? — 

James B. Donovan, the New 
Fork attorney who nego- 
tiated the Powers-for-Abel 
swap, said he had talked 
with the Russians about re- 
lease of Marvin W. Makinen, 
a Massachusetts student, 
above, who is serving an 
eight-year term in the Soviet 
on spy charges, and expects 
Mr. Makinen to be freed. 
The students was touring 
Russia last July when ar- 
rested. 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency also is understood to 
have installations along the 
Eastern shore of Maryland 
and Delaware, and possibly 
one of these was selected. 

PARENTS VANISH 

The movements of Powers’ 
parents were just as myste- 
rious as those of his wife. 
They left Norton. Va., by car 
Saturday evening with a Gov- 
ernment agent and vanished 
under the secrecy veil. ^ 

But since the White House 
announcement referred to 
“members of his family. 
Powers presumably was 
meeting with them as well as 
with his wife, who flew to 
Washington from Atlanta 
Saturday. 

Mrs. Powers and her broth- 
er Capt. Jack Moore, an Air 
Force chaplain, were greeted 
by two Government agents 
who escorted them to the Du- 
pont Plaza hotel to spend the 
night. The two agents occu- 
pied an adjoining room. 

Shortly before noon yester- 
day Mrs. Powers, her brother 

and one Government age nt 

returned to National AtflWtt 
and took
